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A major challenge to tho idoals of the Augustan Society is shaping up in Wales 
this year. Prince Charles is to be formally installed as Prince of Wales on 1

Cn 30 January I969, on the 
320th anniversary of tho execution of Charles I, one Reginald Pallavicino placed the 
following announcement in- tho obituary column of the New York Tines ; 

"STUART-Charles, . King and Martyr, died this day in 1649, in defense of pre- 
rogative' and true religion, 'Neither tho 'Lords nor tho People is tho proper judge of 
the King,'" 

(The Tinos' provided • Its own ironic comment by misprinting tho date as "1949".) 

Translated, this means that tho king died in defense of royal absolutism and 
the right of his co— religionists to persecute dissenters. The Gamesmastor, both a 
physical and a spiritual descendant of tho men who tried and decollated this crowned 
traitor, responds with- his faction's anciont tribute to this memorable day; "Hero's 
to the nan in the mask, and here's to tho nan who'd do it without a mask!" 

Apparently tho musical Mvbajfoxi, alias, Bal lad for a Fi ring Squ ad, has boon 
given up for dead and will not bo again revived, This is a pity, in a way, Tho 
Washington opening "featured Mata Hc*-i stranded on' a piece of moving scenery that re- 
fused to go on stage, "Tho French Army, meanwhile, had marched onstage as por' in- 
structions; finding no spy, they turned around and marched off again, on again, off 
again, on again, until tho orchestra ran out of music and was reduced to playing tho 
'Marseillaise 1 while a 'group of stagehands, . .finally managed to shove Mata Hari into 
view," (Julius Novick, Vill^qjipjLjco , 19 December 1968.) 

Would you believe- "Wil§on t s-Ront-a-Soldior"? Thd British government will put 
such a plan into effect,, to help keep up a largo military establishment that no longer 
has anything to do "East of Suez", "Individuals and companies will bo able to hire a 
soldier for a day, a week;, or even a month," No prices wore given.

Daly apparently folt that tho anti-war 
movement should oppose wars that are .over and' done with, instead of wars presently 
being fought or planned, . , ...
